H enry Seibert, of Philadelphia, left $60­ 
0410 to maintain a chair in the University 
of Pennsylvania, mi condition that a com­ 
mission of scientists and scholars should lie 
appointed to examine into so-called spirit­ 
ual phenomena. 
The . Commission was 
appointed, 
ft was large, strong, impartial, 
and represented medicine, literature, nat­ 
ural sciences, moral philosophy,anatomical 
science, history, engineering, 
chemistry, 
natural philosophy, electrical science, etc. 
The Commission lias labored for three 
years earnestly, taking all possible testi­ 
mony and investigating all classes of “spir­ 
itual manifestations,” here and in Europe, 
and under all possible conditions. 
Its re­ 
port is now ready for the press, and must 
prove a highly instructive and profoundly 
interesting volume. 
So far as can be 
ascertained, it will give the verdict of the 
Commission against spiritualism. 
It pro­ 
nounces that no medium can present tests 
that will undergo calm scientific investiga­ 
tion without exposure of fraud—albeit, the 
medium in some cases may be the victim 
of delusion and honestly believe herself to 
be the means o f spirit communication. 
The Commission declares that in all its 
extended investigation it “ has not been 
cheered on its way by the discovery of a 
single novel fact." 
It found as a fact that 
almost any professional juggler can jierform 
tricks more wonderful than the manifesta­ 
tion- of the last mediums; that in one case 
a “ modern magician ” performed before 
the Commission, without detection, far more 
marvelous slate-writing tricks than tlie 
regular mediums, and then explained in 
detail how the cheat was effected. 
The 
report, it is understood, will fully expose 
the cabinet tricks, the 
materialization 
frauds, the showing of spirit hands, etc. 
Lut that it will “down” the mediums 
i- not far a moment to be believed. 
W ith 
thinking people it will go a long way in 
bringing spiritualism” into contempt, and 
it may, and let us hope will, result in 
loosening the hold of “mediums” upon the 
throats of tens of thousands of suffering 
dupes. 
Nevertheless, since the world de­ 
lights in being humbugged, the metropol­ 
itan newspapers will continue to have 
columns of advertisements in the future, 
as in the past, of trance, w riting, speaking 
and materializing mediums, whose regu­ 
lar 
circle, 
‘ sittings" and “seances” will 
be duly announced from day to dav. 
These people must drive a thriving 
trade ; for they advertise freely, maintain 
very comfortable, often luxurious quarters, 
and arc uniformly plentifully supplied 
with money. 
No doubt if the report of 
the Philadelphia Commission could he 
put into every household in California to­ 
morrow, and read by every man and 
woman in the S tate,the “ spiritual” busi­ 
ness would suffer only temporary check. 
Three months later the entire lot would he 
found to lie as thriving as ever and but 
slightly reduced in number.

The people of the San Joaquin valley 
know tbe besefits to be derived from ap­ 
plying water to land, and so convinced are 
they that t'uey protect flieir water rights 
with shotguns even against decrees of 
Courts. 
The F.kcobd-U nion has urged the im­ 
portance of forming companies and bring­ 
ing in water from tbe abundance in the 
foothills to supply Sacramento county, and 
that with this our lands will soon be so 
valuable as to compel their being cut up 
sold in sm all holdings, and trebling their 
value. 
This work w ill not be long de­ 
layed, for the enterprising real estate men 
e.r.J money makers of Southern California 
are already “ spying out the land ” and 
have had their breaths almost taken away 
at the unappreciated 
opportunities for 
-securing fabulously valuable water rights 
in ihis section. It will be but a iew months 
before the “ declarations for appropriation 
of water” from the mountain sources will 
be so numerous that the water wiil not go 
around to tbe companies who propose to 
bring it to the foothills and valleys, but Ihe 
abundance w iil come and prosperity will 
abound in proportion. 
Tbe Colusa Sun of the 11th inst. has the 
following concerning the importance and 
result of irrigation, even as carried on by 
pumping only : 
“ C. P. W ilson has been showing the peo­ 
ple along the river at the lower end of the 
county the practical value of irrigation. 
We hear people continually saying that this 
land or that land does not need irrigation, 
or that this or that land cannot stand irriga­ 
tion. 
As we have before explained, any 
land that will stand rain will stand irriga­ 
tion, and if there is any land in the Stale 
that does not need irrigation, it is the land 
along tbe river, at the lower end of Colusa 
county. 
A couple of years ago this fall 
Mr. W ilson put in a pump that he could 
run with his thrashing engine, and flooded 
and sowed some land to alfalfa in the fall. 
It was so good a stand and made such a 
wonderful growth, that everybody saw that 
it paid. Then he watered his growing al­ 
falfa, and it paid him more. 
Now he lias 
been moving his pump around and giving 
some of his neighbors a benefit, so that 
there is not a man with an eye halt ojien 
who does not see the im m ense profit in 
the 
thing. 
Canal- 
irrigation 
is 
the 
cheapest that can 
be had, 
but pump 
irrigation 
is 
cheap 
enough. 
It 
re­ 
quires 
326,700 
gallons 
to 
cover 
an 
acre one foot deep. 
Now, 
if we can 
get land enough into a contract we will 
agree to deliver 350,000 gallons by pump 
on the top of the bank at any given point 
on the Sacramento river for $1 23. 
This 
would cover an acre a foot deep and allow 
23,300 gallons for waste. 
If anybody don’t 
think that that will pay, even for wheat, 
let him go down on the island and see 
wheat on land Hooded, along side of wheat 
on tho same kind of land not Hooded. 
There is over thirty bushels to the acre 
difference. 
One will all be number one 
wheat, and most of the other number two. 
so that there w ill be about $40 an acre 
difference in this crop. 
And this flooded 
land was not flooded this year, but last year. 
Flooding once in two years is a big thing 
for wheat. 
Now pump irrigation will pay- 
on the Sacramento river, or on any of the 
land that is between tbe river and the 
bottom of the trough on either side, but it 
will not pay from wells. 
There should be 
sufficient water to cover an acre from five 
to ten minutes, and certainly not longer 
than half an hour. 
If we were going into 
the business we would fix to cover an acre 
a foot deep over five minutes. 
But, as we 
have said, a canal is cheaper and better 
than all this, even for river lands. 
We 
cannot close these remarks on pump irriga­ 
tion without reminding the reader of the 
fact that Cyrus P. Wilson is a public bene­ 
factor.”

ECTION 1.—EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
or other pe:son in the Slate of California 
having control and charge of any child or 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, shall be required to send any sueb child 
or children to a public school for a period of at 
least two-thirds of the time during whi'h a 
public Echool bhail be taught iu each city, or 
city and county, or school district in each school 
year, comroen" ing on the first day of July, in 
the year o f our Lord one thousand eight hun­ 
dred and seventy-four, at leas’ twelve weeks of 
which sha 1 be consecutive, urdes? such child 
or children arc excused from such attendance 
by the Board of t-d'.ifSttinii o f tbe c:tv, or city 
and county, or of the Tnret i s of the sch ol

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


B o a rd o f C ity T ru stee» . 
All the members of the Board were pres­ 
ent at the meeting of the City Trustees yes­ 
terday morning. 
The Chief Engineer of the water works 
reported that the big pump was run 141 
hours last week, and the Holly 128 honrs, 
their joint pumping aggregating 36,250 250 
gallons of water, a much larger am ount 
than usual, owing to the warm weather. 
The resolution passed in June, 1886, es­ 
tablishing the official grade at Twelfth and 
Thirteenth streets, on K street, was recind- 
ed and the grade changed as follows : At 
Twelfth and K. 23.0 above datum ; at T hir­ 
teenth and K, 18 5 above datum. 
A resolution was passed of the Board’s 
intention to have K street improved from 
Eleventh to Fourteenth street, by grading 
and graveling and the construction of curb- 
ings and gulters. 
A resolution of intention to have Twelfth 
street from J to L improved by grading and 
graveling was also passed. 
The City Engineer was directed to take 
the necessary levels for establishing official 
grades in that portion of the city between 
Twenty-eighth and 
Thirty-lirst streets, 
from R to G streets. 
A communication was received from the 
Sacramento Recreation Association asking 
the Board to vacate and 
discontinue 
Twenty-ninth street from R to S, and the 
alley running through the two blocks be­ 
tween 
R 
and 
S, Twenty-eighth 
and 
Thirtieth streets, as they desire that land 
in the construction of the proposed park. 
The m atter was set for hearing before the 
Board on Juiy 18th, and the Clerk was in­ 
structed to give notice of the intention of 
the Trustees to vacate the street and alley. 
The m atter of passing an ordinance re­ 
lating to the hanging of cloth signs across 
the sidewalks was referred to Street Com­ 
missioner Ryan, who is to consult with 
the City Attorney. They will also prepare 
an ordinance relating to the construction 
of awnings. 
The bond of W illiam Snr.rr, for con­ 
structing a sewer on X street, from Seven­ 
teenth to Twenty-second, was approved. 
Complaint was made that certain street 
sprinklers were unnecessarily noisy and 
careless while doing their work at night. 
The Street Commissioner was instructed to 
inquire into the matter. 


T h e K hcqk a t H a lv e ra o n ’s. 
The races at Hangtown Crossing last Sun­ 
day, arranged by W m. Halverson, proprie­ 
tor of the track, attracted a large crowd, 
including two car-loads from the city. 
Some of the races were closely contested, 
and much money changed hands. 
The first race was a three-eighths dash. 
Minnie R. was the favorite, and won from 
Black Oak in 0:361. 
The next was a half mile dash for sad­ 
dle horses. Bay Rum won, Pomnadour 
(the favorite) second, Jennie B .‘ third. 
Time, 0:54. 
The third rnce, five-eighths of a mile, 
was won bv Minnie R., who was the favor­ 
ite, May Blossom second. Time, 1:04. 
The fourth race, one mile, was captured 
by May Blossom, Dave Douglas (the favor­ 
ite) second. Time, 1:49. 
There was a trotting race between two 
Folsom horses—Yager's 
and 
Sartain’s. 
This looked like a put-up job for the latter 
to win, but a change of drivers gave the 
victory to the other. 


T h e M -S treet im p ro v e m e n t. 
" v r The committee appointed by the Sacra­ 
mento City and County Improvement Asso­ 
ciation to consider the proposition for the 
construction of a miniature park through 
the center of M street, from Front to 
Tenth, planting therein palm and other 
trees, etc . called upon City Attorney H art 
yesterday morning to obtain his official 
opinion on the subject. Mr. H art rendered 
it to the effect that municipal corporations 
had no power except those that the statutes 
expressly confer on them, and such other 
powers that may arise by fair and necessary 
complications. " There is no provision in 
the city charter to give the City Trustees 
tbe power to use M street as proposed, and 
Section 2 of the Vrooman street law of 1885, 
whi h enumerates what the city may do in 
the way of improving the streets, lanes, etc., 
does not seem to specify the class of street 
improvement 
contemplated for Capitol 
avenue.

E ds. Record-U nios : There are 400 sec­ 
tions of land wanting water in Sacramento 
county, and water is running to waste that 
would, if applied to the land, double the 
taxable value of the entire city and county 
combined ; would treble the present agri­ 
cultural revenue of the county ; treble the 
population of the county ; treble the num ­ 
ber of farm laborers employed; treble the 
num ber of farm wagons ill u se; treble the 
number of ploughs, harrows, spades and 
hoes, and every kind of improvement and 
ntensii; treble the amount used of every 
kind of household article, from a clothes­ 
pin to a bed-room set, from a nutmeg to a 
barrel of fiour. 
All this means profit to 
every established business in this city. 
It 
means an increase in rents and a raise in 
the price of corner lots. It means growth 
to the city—rapid growth. It means profit 
in speculation ; it means the use of more 
money and at higher interest; in fact, it 
means a quickened impulse to every ave­ 
nue of trade and business—from the team 
that hauls a load of sand to the engine 
that moves a car train of fruit. 
Now, shall it be brought about by water? 
There is no place in the State where water 
can be so cheaply and so abundantly put 
upon the land as here in Sacramento 
county. W hen the great grazing interest 
of California broke up, attention was turned 
to farming. 
Southern 
California soon 
found that with profitable cultivation of 
the soil water was a necessity ; therefore 
when water was obtained such things were 
plarfted as would yield the largest returns 
per acre. With the orange and grape sev­ 
eral hundred dollars revenue per acre 
could be made, with wheat and barley 
only $25 to $40 could be realized. It is plain 
to be seen why oranges were planted. 
Northern and Central California, when 
attention was turned to farming, rewarded 
her farmers with wealth without water, 
beyond the natural rainfall. Farmers used 
their thousands of acres, and the small 
profit per acre made them wealthy. Sac­ 
ramento county does not, and never has. 
stood among the highest as a grain county. 
Portions of it approach first-class, but it is 
strictly first-class as a fruit county, and it is 
extremely well fitted for irrigation by its 
character and constituents of soil. As a 
whole county, it is unquestionably the best 
county for irrigation in the State, all 
things considered. Other places will pro­ 
duce good fruit, but there is no lottery in the 
business in Sacramento county." Some 
would-be settler will find the land too high 
to raise Texas steers upon, but there is not 
one acre of the upland of Sacramento 
county, at present selling prices, but will 
pay for itself in profit tbe fifth year after it 
is planted to choice fruit and well cultiv­ 
ated and properly irrieated. 
Some one will say “ we want railroads.” 
Have we not got them, and have we not 
had them lunch longer than any other 
county? 
We have so many railroads now 
that there is scarcely room for more, under 
the present modes of cultivation. 
Another will say, we want more settlers, 
so as to divide up these large land hold­ 
ings; that will bring the boom. But it 
will do nothing of the kind ! W ater is the 
key to a boom. It has been and is the key 
to the whole success in Southern Califor­ 
nia, and it will be here. Get water, and 
you will have your settlers, and your 
boom. 
You cannot then keep them away. 
Putting up the price of land and lots will 
not bring settlers. Land is as high as it 
will bear now with the present modes of 
cultivation. Now for the plan. 
We all know that the American and 
Cosutnnes rivers have all the water that is 
necessary to irrigate all of the land in Sac­ 
ramento county, and leave plenty to satisfy 
all riparian demands. Let every man in 
Sacramento county join the Citizens’ Im ­ 
provement Association, and when the 
Executive Committee select a Committee 
on Water and Irrigation, let them place in 
the hands of the committee funds enough 
to make an examination of the situation. 
Let that committee lead in this matter. 
Let there be no clackers put on, but men 
who have faith in the “ irater;" men who 
can and will give their time. This whole 
county can, with water, be made as beauti­ 
ful as the settlement of Pasadena, in Los 
Angeles county. 
One other thing I would suggest: let 
the real estate dealers put up for a few 
acres of land and plant it to orange trees; 
plant a cypress hedge around it, and make 
a beginning ot a little paradise. A fter they 
have cultivated it tor one year, they will be 
able to sell it at an advance. If they wish 
to demonstrate to the Eastern people that 
the orange can be grown here, otuer than 
in dooryards as an ornamehtal tree, m ani­ 
fest that you have some faith in your own 
country, then men who have capital to 
invest will also have faith. 
Men will not 
invest money on values based upon “ifs.” 
There is plenty of capital that will take 
hold of an enterprise with a fair and reas­ 
onable chance ot a great profit, if there is 
but a small chance of a small loss as au 
offset. 
The W ater and Irrigation Committees of 
the Improvement Association, if they have 
the “ wbere-with” to work with, can" bring 
about tbe boom that will double the taxa­ 
ble value of the county cn its real estate 
alone. 
Every day 1 meet a farmer that 
will give one-fourth of his land for irriga­ 
tion facilities for the other three-fourths. 
Look at the bargain he makes ! Hia land is 
now worth say $10 per acre; with irriga­ 
tion it will be worth treble that amount, 
or $120 per acre. If therefore he had 160 
acres and gives 40 acres for the increase of 
$80 per acre on 120 acres, or $9.600, as a 
return for the 40 acres of his land. It 
looks lik^e large results on {taper, but who 
will come forward and say that there is 
one acre of land in Sacramento countv that 
if irrigated, would not be worth $120. If 
there is on-*, let him rise ! 
He would also 
become the owner of the water ditch to the 
extent of three-fourths to the ditch builders 
one-fourth. 
Now let us see what there is in it for the 
ditch builder, provided each land owner 
would give one-fourth: 
Take tbe laud lying between tbe Amer­ 
ican and Cosumnes rivers, the foothills 
and the low lands ; estimate it at 159,000 
acres—it is much more. One-fonnh is 
37,500 acres. At $40 per acre, its present 
value would he $1,500.000. 
On ¡he in­ 
creased value to $120 per acre the amount 
would be $1,500,000. 
On these figures the 
farmers would have much the best of it, 
but $120 per acre is no boom price, or 
above a moderate value for land with irri­ 
gation facilities. 
This plan would furnish the water at 
cost, as any price chargpd for water over 
the cost of repairs and delivery of the 
same would revert to the owners in divi­ 
dends. An engineer is competent to make 
a rough estimate on the cost of a canal. 
Private enterprise will take hold of any 
scheme that lias plenty of money in it. 
The land owners can, under the Wright 
irrigation bill, appropriate the water and 
build their own canal and own the whole 
of it. 
1 will close by saying that in Southern 
California any land with water will com­ 
mand $250 per acre—more than double rny 
estimates. 
This would give the canal 
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builders over $9,000.000.

T hat is not the 
definition o f treason. 
If W ashington had 
failed he w ould undoubtedly have been 
treated as a traitor, anil w ould not have 
been left to go around the country dedicat­ 
ing m onum ents to the fullen pillars o f his 
lost cause. 
But the God ot battles was on 
h is side and justice and right prevailed, 
and he left as a heritage to his fellow m eu 
the gjandest governm ent ever erected on 
G od s footstool. 
T h e erection of m onum ents to rebel G en­ 
erals on account 
of 
their Confedera-te 
service is an act of treason in itself. 
W hy 
sh ou ld w c honor them for their personal 
bravery. W ere they defending their hom es 
and fireside, was a war o f conquest being 
waaed against them ? 
X o. they invited the 
attack and struck th e first blow. 
If it is 
their personal bravery you adm ire, all 
down the pages ol time’you can.Iind brill­ 
iant 
exam ples o f personal bravery. 
In 
the crusades, in the wars of conquest, in 
pillage and in robbery—w ith N a poleo t in 
Egypt, w ith Cortez in M exico. 
Doe3 any 
one adm ire in those the brute force w hich 
now we call bravery? 
Bravery w hen 
backed by oppression and wroDg becom es 
nothing but brute force. 
H istory says th e signing of Magna Charta 
laid the first foundation to British freedom. 
Charles D ickens says: 
“There was not at 
that tim e in all England, or anyw here else, 
a m an so able to govern th e country as 
O liver C rom w ell. 
H e caused England to 
be so respected abroad that I wish som e 
lords and gentlem en w ho have governed it 
under kings and queens, in later days 
w ould have taken a leaf out o f O liver 
C rom well’s book.” 
H istory says W ashington was first in war, 
first in peace, and first in the hearts o f his 
countrym en. 
B u t what w ill history say of 
Jeff. D avis and h is rebellion—an oligarchy 
w hose corner-stone was hum an slavery ?

W hat fruit was not pounded off the trees 
w as picked full of holes, so that it resem ­ 
bled the effect of a charge of shot. 
Corn 
w as stripped as if w ith a knife, and every 
■sort o f vegetable suffered. 
T o the em ail 
anim als of theeartb it w as death. Chickens, 
birds, rabbits, gophers, young pigs, etc , 
were found lifeiess in quantities a-':er the 
storm . 
T he storm gave am ple warning o f its ap­ 
proach. 
T he m orning opened dear, w ith 
a tem perature o f c-OT and a gentle south 
w ind blow ing at the rate o f sin m iles per 
hour. 
There had been a sm art shower at 
11:30 p. m. th e n ig h t before, and around 
the horizon y et hung a lringe ot clouds. 
A t 10 o’clock a low ram bling in the 
west gave a token of thunder, and an ob­ 
servation m ade at that tim e show ed a 
sm all point of black cloud fringed w ith 
ileece. 
T h ese fleecy clouds rapidly devel­ 
oped. until they covered all the visible sky. 
T be thnnder rapidly grew louder and more 
frequent, w ith faint flashes o f lightning at 
12:30 r. Tf. T h e sky speedily blackened as 
the heavy, hail-bearing cloud cam e up 
against the w ind, w hich was now blow ing 
quite fresh from south. 
T h e m ercury liad 
risen to 73° at 1:30, w hen the first drops of 
rain began to fail. 
In five or ten m inutes 
more sm all hail-stones becam e frequent, 
shaped lik e sm a ll corks for vials, the larger 
end being snow y, and tbe point or sm aller 
diam eter being crystallized. 
A t 1:45 these 
bad increased in size, and cam e so fast that 
they rattled on roots lik e so m uch gravel 
being dum ped there. 
In five m inutes 
more th e cloud burst, and em ptied its con­ 
tents on u s so fast that everything living 
tied for shelter. 
T he tem perature rapidly fell to 50°, and 
tb e ground soon becam e w hite w ith hail. 
T h e rattle o f the thunder was appalling and 
the ligh tn in g vivid. 
For tw o hours the 
hail and rain continued to fall w ith una­ 
bated vigor, until it lay three inches deep 
on the ground, and the streets were lik e 
rivers, 
in places lik e the intersection of 
roofs tbe hail piled up to tbe depth o f 
eighteen inches, and coaid have been gath­ 
ered 'by the ton. 
It varied in size from 
peas to w alnuts, and was o f all shapes, and 
generally bearing the characteristic noticed 
before, o f being frozen solid on on e side 
and im perfectly congealed on the other. 
A t 3 p. M. an attenipt w as m ade to reach 
the rain guage, w hich is situated on a roof 
tw enty-four feet from the ground. 
B ut the 
wind (w hich at that tim e had increased to 
sixty m iles per hour), tbe rain and hail 
drove the observer back, but not u n til he 
bad seen that the guage w as full and ru n ­ 
ning over. 
Its capacity is 1.70 inches—so 
more than that am ount had fallen in an 
hour and a half. 
It is safe to say that tbe 
am ount precipitated during the storm was 
three inches— nearly ail in ch an hour for 
the three and a h alf hours’ fall. 
T he wind during the last hour fell to 
liftt n m iles, and hauled to east, the tem ­ 
perature rising at 4 p. m. to 53°. 
Observers situated a m ileorm ore from tbe 
river saw tw o clouds, one seem ingly above 
the other, w hich cam e together over the 
town and adjacent country at the tim e of 
the greatest fall. 
For a distance o f five 
m iles below (own to the sam e distance 
above, the bail was felt in its severity, ex ­ 
tending back from the river a varying dis­ 
tance o f from a h alf a m ile to tw o m iles, 
nearly every grow ing thin g in the lim its o f 
this district suffered m ore or less, the loss, 
in all probability, reaching $50,000. 
T he dam age and disappointm ent were 
keenly felt by m any w ho were intending 
to put their h eadersinto the fields n ext day, 
such an event, at such a tim e, never being 
anticipated or supposed to be in the bounds 
o f probability. 
F or thirty-six hours after­ 
ward hail-stones were picked up. and the 
fields were soft and covered w ith the water 
w hich had been unable to run off. 
H ead­ 
in g consequently has been delayed a week 
or m ore in those places where an ything is 
left to head. 
It is fortunate that tbe hail 
spent its fury before reaching the exten sive 
wheat fields east o f the river, as the dam ­ 
age w ould have been incalculable. 
Most 
ot them g o ta severe drenching, but escaped 
w ith a loss variously estim ated at from 5 to 
10 per cent., and the delay o f harvesting it. 
D oubtless the storm w ill go on record as 
the severest ever experienced in California 
in the m onth of June.
